Boston in State of 
Paralysis. 


| Strikers are Planning 


Reign of Chaos. - 


Threaten to Spread Strike into 
All Eastern States. 


Whole Trouble Arises from 
Refusal of One Firm to 
Employ Unionists. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
OSTON, March 12.—[{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Not content with hav- 
ing tied up the freight transporta- 
tion business of this city to a large ex- 
tent, the strikers plan to tle up the 
business of every merchant, theater, 
manufactory, restaurant and hotel 
here, and the leaders are proceeding 
in such a fashion that chaos wil! s00n 
reign, not only in Boston, but in every 
neighboring town and city. The num- 
er of men now out is 30,000, and bust- 
ness is almost at a standstill. Ninety 
thousand men will be idle before Sat- 
urday night, the strike committee says, 
unless the difficulties are patched up. 
Officials from the Boston Merchants’ 
Association held a conference with 
the strike leaders at noon, and the lat- 
ter said that every man who supports 
organized labor in and around Boston 


| will be called upon to'quit hie job, and 


the Central Labor Union and Building 
Trades Council will order a general 
sympathetic strike unless concessions 
are made. What the strike committee 
wants is the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad to reinstate the 
men who were discharged at the 
freight house for refusing to assist in 
unloading the wagons of the Brine 
Transportation Company, and also all 
freight handlers who have struck. They 
also ask that the Brine Company be 
forced to recognize the teamsters’ 
union, or be driven out of business. 

Failing to do this the great strike will 
be ordered, one they say. that will 
paralyze the industries not only of 
Boston and Massachuretts, but one 
which may spread over the entire 
Eastern States. 

SEE NO WAY OUT. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

BOSTON, March 12.—With 20,000 men 
idle, their ranks likely to be greatly 
swelled by sympathetic votes of the 
Buliding Trades Council and the Bos- 
ton Centra] Lator Union, which will 
meet tomorrow night, and the entice 
city beginning (>) suffer from the ef- 
fects of congested traffic, the only 
ray of light visible tonight is the hope 
that a conference of business interests 
which has been arranged for tomorrow 
may lead to a settlement of the strike. 

During the day Gov. Crane had a 
long talk with the committee of the 
Allied Transportation Council, having 
the strike in charge, but at its con- 
clusion he announced that he could see 


.no way at present of solving the prob- 


lem. Later he sent for Mayor Col- 


lines and the two executives were in 
conference for some time. A little later 
the Mayor made a statement that he 
had no power to act. He said further: 

“Until the railroad officials consent 
to having the differences considered 
by the arbitration board there is noth- 
ing more that we can do. They are 
obdurate, therefore, our hands are 
tied. The Governor and myeelf, have 
done all in our power to render assist- 
ance.” 

RAILROAD COMPANY FIRM. 

The railroad company, against which 

the strike is chiefly directed, the New 
York. New Haven and Hartford, shows 
no inclination to ask for interference 
by the National Civic Federation, and 
reiterates what it has said from the 
first, that its duties as a common car- 
rier are defined by the law, and that 
it is compelled to handle al! freight 
delivered to it, whether by union or 
non-union teams, and that it has no 
option in the matter. This position, if 
adhered to by the company, may result 
in the refasal of the federation to in- 
terfere In the quarrel, as it desires a 
request from both sides before taking 
up the matter. 
Freight business at the various rail- 
roads, wharves and docks has been al- 
most eat a standstill today, and the 
moving of accumulated merchandise is 
becoming a serious matter to mer- 
chants. 

The strike af coal teameters was one 
of the most aggravating features of the 
day, and its effect was quickly felt at 
hotels, restaurants and places having 
accommodation for only a limited sup- 
ply of coal. The brewery employés 
will, it is said, be locked out by Friday 
if the strike continues, as the supply 
of coal on hand at the various brew- 
erles will give out by that time, and 
work will have to be suspended. 

The effect of the strike is being felt 
severely in near-by manufacturing 
towns. At Lynn, shoe factories em- 
ploying in the aggregate 3000 hands, 
have been forced to shut down because 
of the failure to receive consignments 
of leather, and some other establish- 
ments are running on half time, 

At Somerville, a pork-packing con- 
cern. which ordinarily employs” 1206 
hands. has iaid off about half of the 
men. and may be obliged to suspend 
operations entirely. 

BRINE COMPANY IS BUSY. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

BOSTON. March 12.—Practically the 
only teaming firm doing any business 
is the R. 8. Brine Transportation Com- 
pany. the non-union concern, over 
whose teams the trouble originated. 
The other teamsters whose men have 
joined the strike declare that the 
trouble could be séttled and the strike 
ended in an hour if the m nts 
would agree mot to deal with the 
company. 

During the forenoon some of the 
steamship companies secured smal! 
gangs of Italians in place of the strik- 
ing longshoremen, and they were put 
to work behind closed doors, while the 
premises were guarded by police. 

Mayor Collins received the following 
reply today to his telegram asking 
Senator Hanna to aid him in putting 
an end to the strike: 

WASHINGTON (D. Marth 12.— 
Hon. P. A. Collins, Boston: Telegram 
received. If you will point out a way 
I will be glad to be of service. We 
should have indications from both 
sides that our good offices will be ac- 
ceptable.

ASHINGTON, March  12.—The 
Senaté Committee on the Isthmian 
Canal has decided, by a vote of 7 

to 4, to report the Hepburn bill provid- 

ing for the construction of an isthmian 
canal via the Nicaragua route. 

The action of the committee was 
taken at a call of the meeting held 
during the afternoon, and came after 
a brief report by Senator Morgan, 
chairman of the committee, detailing 
the results ot a conference with Sec- 
retary Hay as to the status of dip- 
lomatic negotiations with the Central 

merican republic concerning the 

nal. He stated that the Secretary 
had told him that there are no negotia- 
tions in 4pregress between the United 

States and Colombia concerning the 

Panama route, and that the new Min- 

ister from Colombia had not even pre- 

sented his credentials; but that, on the 
other hand. the representatives of this 
country and those of Nicaragua and 

Costa Rica had been in consultation, 

and had agreed upon practically all the 

points to be covered in concession trea- 
ties, nothing really being left in that 
connection but to put the agreements in 

Writing. He said that the govern- 

ments of those two countries had man- 

ifested a disposition to make al! the 
concessions the United States could 

ask to ald im the construction of a 

canal, and that among these conces- 

sions is one for perpetual right of way. 

When the recitation of the report 
had been completed, Senater Hanna 
suggested that probably the Colombian 
Minister had been detained by wun- 
toward and proposed 
‘that action by the committee should be 
delayed until an opportunity could be 
had to ascertain Colombia's position. 
This suggestion met with strong pro- 
tests from the friends of the Nicaragua 
| route, and Senator Mitchell moved -to 
,report the Hepburn bill as it passed 
the House. 

Senator Kittredge moved te amend 
by postponing action until next Mon- 
day, but his motion was voted down 
by 4 to 7, 

Senator Mitchell's motion was carried 
by the same vote, reversed. Some of 
the members of the committee were 
absent, and ag their positions were un- 
derstood, their votes were counted. 

The vote for the Hepburn bill stood: 

Yeas—Senators Morgan, Mitchell, 
Hawley, Platt of New York, Harris, 
Turner, Foster of Louisiana. 

Nays—Senators Hanna, Pritchard, 
Millard, Kittredge. 

Senator Murgan, after the adjourn- 
ment of the committee, said that he 
probably would report the bill to the 
Senate tomorrow. While he would use 
all due diligence in securin nsidera- 
tion of the measure, he had no confer- 
ence with the Republican leaders of 
the Senate as to when the measure 
should be taken up for consideration. 
He had not been authorized to present 
a written report, and would not pre- 
sent any beyond submitting the testi- 
mony taken during the committee 
hearings. 

The tiepburn bill authorizes the Pres- 
ident to acquire territory for the right 
of way for a canal from Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua; directs the construc- 
tion of a canal of sufficient capacity to 
accommodate the largest shipe from 
Greytown, on the Atlantic, via Lake 
Nicaragua to Brito, on the Pacific, un- 
der the supervision of the Secretary of 
War; authorizes surveys of the har- 
bors at the two ends of the route; 
guarantees the use of the canal to ves- 
sels of Costa Rica and Nicaragua, and 
appropriates $10,000,000 for the begin- 
ning of the work.

ONCESSIONS TO CUBA 
MAY BE AGREED UPON. 


TALK OF A COMPROMISE AMONG 
THE REPUBLICANS. 


Prepesed Agreement is on a Twenty- 
per-cent. Reciprocal Reduction for One 


Year, Covering the Sugar Crop—Full 
Conference to Be Held Today. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 
WASHINGTON, March i12.—Over- 
tures have been made for a com- 
promise of the conflict over tariff con- 
cessions to Cuba, and there are evi- 
dences that the two elements will come 
together, probably on a proposition to 
have the 20-per cent. reciprocal reduc- 
tion apply for one year from next De-« 
cember, and covering the sugar crop. 

It is understood that Chairman Payne 
and Representative Dalsell made the 
overtures toward an agreement. One of 
the leading members of the opposi- 
tion said that Messrs. Payne and Dal- 
zell had made the suggestion to him, 
and had asked for an answer. This was 
followed by a hasty canvass of oppo- 
sition members, which developed wic@ 
difference of views. 

Representative Wi¥iam Smith said 
no compromise would be accepted until 
at a meeting where it could be consid- 
ered deliberately. 

Representative Tawney said the lim- 
itation of time was immaterial, and 
that no compromise could be effected 
which affected manufactured products 
without similarly affecting unmanufac- 
tured products. . 

Soon after the overtures of com- 
promise were made, the leaders of the 
element opposed to the Ways and 
Means Committee plan called a con- 
ference in the rooms of William Smith. 
Some thirty members were present, and 
hte discussion lasted ebout two houra. 
The sentiment wes rather unfavorable 
to accepting the plan of 20 per cent. 
reduction for the year from next De- 
eember, and some of those 
favored rejecting the plan. But it was 
urged against this course that so long 
as overtures for adjustment had been 
made in good faith, it war only proper 
to meet the committee representing the 
Ways and Means Committee, and Mr. 
Payne and his associates, therefore 
were advised that they would be met 
by a committee from the other side. 

During the meeting, the statement 
was made that one of the beet-sugar 
advocates had been assured by repre- 
sentatives of the Ways and Meange 
committee that the plan of compromise 
would not cover this year’s sugar crop, 
and would apply only to the crop of 
next year, harvested prior to Decem- 
ber. 1903. Some doubt existed, how- 
ever, as to these assurances, and it 
was considered quite vital to learn 
with definiteness whether the 20-per- 
cent. reduction would apply to two 
crops or to 

It was stated afterward by the Ways 
and Means Committee members that 
the compromise plen would affect two 
crope—that of this year and next—al- 
lowing 20 per cent. off on each. There 
wes no purpose, it wae stated, to limit 
the reduction to a single crop. This 
matter probably will be left to the ar- 
bitrating committee, with the indica- 
tions that the beet-sugar conferees will 
insist on limiting the reduction to one 
crop, that of next year, and with that 
limitation will be inclined to accept 
the plan of compromise. 

A full conference of the opposition 
to Cuban concessions will be held to- 
morrow, prior to the meeting of the 
representatives of the Ways and Means 
committee.

Physicians were summoned, and Alt- 
geld was carried to the hotel across 
the street. He retained cémeciousness 
and urged the newspaper men to keep 

| the affair quiet, for fear of elarming 
t bis wife. Shortly before midnight he 
Became unconscious. He remained in 
this condition yntil death. At 2:10 
o'clock this morning it was thought he 
had died, but he revived. and from that 
time until shortly before the end 
Showed wonderful vitality, although 
he made no move. 

The medical men here had a banquet 
jast night, at which T. J. Herrick, of 
the Bush Medical College of Chicago 
Geliverea a lecture on heart disease. 
He and other physicians were called 
from the banquet to attend the patient.

SAY RICE’S DEATH WAS DUE TO 
NATURAL CAUSES. 
— 
Interesting Experiment With Towels 
| Soaked in Chloroform Tend to C 


Doubt Upon Some of the Evidenc: 
Given by the Valet, Jones. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—PM) 

NEW YORK, March 12.—Dr. John D. 
Girdner was on the witness stand 
again today in the trial of Aibert T. 
Patrick, indicted on the charge that he 
murdered William M. Rice. Assistant 
District Attorney Osborne handed the 
witness a bottle of chloroform, a towel 
and a sponge, and asked him to sat- 
urate the towel and sponge with 
chloroform, let them stand half an 
hour, and then put a match to them. 
Charies F. Jones had testified that he 
burned the chloroform-saturated towel 
with which he said he killed Rice. after 
it had been on Rice's face for half an 
hour. The defense objected, and asked 
that two physicians, one for the prose- 
cution and one for the defense, make 
the experiment with materials pur- 
chased by themselves. This was 
agreed to. 

The recorder directed that the exper- 
iment be made at the noon recess. 

The defense called Dr. Isaac Newton 
Love, professor of physical diagnosis 
and internal medicine at the Post Grad- 
uate Hospital Medical College. In re- 
ply to a question reciting the evidence 
in the case and asking his opinion as 
to the cause of Rice's death, Dr. Love 
replied: “Old age, edema and conges- 
tion of the lungs, crippled kidneys, a 
narrowing of the heart orifices, and 
disease of the entire equipment of the 
man.” 
“Coulé the symptoms as described 
and revealed by the autopsy have re- 
sulted from the inhalation of chioro- 
form vapor?’ asked Attorney Moore of 
Patrick's counsel. 

“They could not,” replied Dr. Love. 

Dr. Girdner was recalled. He said 
the experiments with the towel soaked 
in chloroform had been finished. The 
first towel blazed for nine minutes, 
semouldered for fifty-one minutes, and 
then went out. The second one burned 
slowly for fifteen minutes, and smould- 
ered fifty-four minutes. One-third of 
the material was consumed by the 
blaze in the first test, and one-fourth 
in the second one. The sponges used 
resisted the action of the fire better 
than the.cotton material of the towel. 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
produced a false beard and mustache, 
mounted on wire, and asked an oppor- 
tunity to pour an ounce of chloroform 
on it, and hang by a window to prove 
that the odor of the drug would not 
remain on the beard for an hour, as 
Dr. Curry, Ricé’s physician, said it 
would. 4 

The recorder would not agree to this, 
and court adjourned until tomorrow.

Beaumont Gang Guilty 
of Many Murders. 


Victims May Number 
More Than Twelve. 


Lured to Negro Den They 
Were Drugged, Robbed 
and Killed.

BEAUMONT ‘«Tex.) March 12.—Mat- 
tle Bennett confessed today to Sheriff 
Lindley that she was at the head of e 
gang of negro women and white men 
who had been for months luring men 
into her house, drugging them, beating 
thern and robbing them. If they died 
the victims were dragged to the river 
and thrown in. If they were only 
stunned, they were taken out of the 
house to a remote part of some strect 
and left for pedestrians or policemen 
to find. 

A fear is felt that more than twelve 
men, emong those who have come to 
Beaumont, and were afterward re- 
ported as “missing,” have been mur- 
dered, and that their bodies are now 
at the bottom of the river. In the last 
three months at least fifty inquiries for 
missing men have been received, and 
while no one supposes that the gang 
has murdered as many asfifty. there is 
a fear that some of the disappear- 
ances are due to their work. Five 
bodies have been found in the river 
since the first of the year. : 

The Bennett woman was arrested on 
Sunday on suspicion of being con- 
nected with the murder of Benjamin 
Pearson, one of the victims. She de- 
nies being gullty of this crime. but ad- 
mits that one of the gang of which she 
is a member discussed the commission 
of the deed. On the strength of her 
confession, a white man, “Punch” 
Prom. and a negro woman, “Mary 
Jane, heve been arrested. All of them 
have been “sweated.” and Sheriff Lind- 
ley states that he expects a full con- 
fession, not only of the murder of Pear- 
son. but of others, within a short while. 

Sheriff Lindley is looking for two 
negro women, and six or eight white 
men, some of whom are wanted as wit- 
nesses.

KILLS HIMSELF. 


Millionaire's Son Dies 
by His Pistol. 


Commits Tragic Act in 
Drunken Frenzy. 


Comes Home Intoxicated, Re- 
gents Father's Reproof, 
and Ends it All. 


Edward L. Singleton, the twenty- 
year-old son of John Singleton, the mi. 
lionaire mine-owner, shot and killed 
himeelf at 7:30 o'clock last evening at 
his father’s home, No. 2400 South Flower 
street. The young man was intoxicated 
at the time, and the only known mo- 
tive for the deed is that his father 
spoke rather sharply to him when he re- 
turned home but a few minutes earlier, 
after having spent the afternoon in 
drinking. 

Young Singleton was the only son of 
the part owner of the fabulously rich 
Yellow Aster mine at Randsburg, and 
he had everything that money could 
buy. He made little use of his oppor- 
tunities, however, and spent a treit 
part of his time with dissipated com- 
panions, who helped him spend the 
money from an ever-open purse. 
Yesterday morning he arose late and 
at noon he ate luncheon at home with 
his father and step-mother. He then 
was in excellent epirits, and at about 
1 o'clock he left the house, saying he 
was going to a ‘matinée. He was 
“broke,” he said, and his father handed 
him a $5 gold piece. He said he would 
return for dinner. 

The next heard of him was a little 
after 7 o'clock in the evening, “hen 
Special Officer F.'W. Plischke, who acts 
as night watchman at the Singieton 
premises, saw him standing near a tree 
in the yard, very drunk. oung Single - 
ton asked the watchman to heip him 
inte the house, which Pitechke pro- 
ceeded to do. 
The pair was met at the front coor 
by John Singleton, who spoke « few 
words to his son and told him he should 
go to bed. The young man protested 
that he didn't wish to retire, but after

FATHER PROSTRATED., 

John Singleton, when seen at his res- 
idence last night, was prostrated by 
reason of the tragedy, and was unable 
the suicide, 


condition, took offense at the words 
epoken to him when he entered the 
house. Magnifying these words far 
beyond any meaning intended by his 
father, he whipped out the pevolver 
which he sometimes carried and ended 


his life without realizing what he was 
doing. 

“Fd was a good boy,” sald his 
father, “but he had a terrible appetite 
for liquor, and try as I might, 1 could 
not curb it. Some Months ago, hoping 
to get him away from evil associates, 
I sent him to the mines at Randsburg, 
where he was employed in running a 
hoisting engine. He was given a good 
salary. and had every liberty that he 
could wish, but he would stay at 
Randsbure for only a few weeks at a 
time, returning frequently to Los An. 
geles and conducting himself in his 
usual manner. 

WRONG COMPANIONS. 

“Less than a week ago he came home, 
saying he was il!, and for several days 
he has been drinking heavily. When 


rushed upstairs to. 


drunk he was very ugly, and it was 


only by harsh treatment that anything 
could be done with him. I presume 
spoke rather roughly to him when he 
came in this evening, but I did so only 
for the sake of getting him to bed. fecl- 
ing that he would get up all! right. 

“I did everything I could for the 

. Up to a short time ago he had 

unlimited funds, but I found he was 
not using them in a manner for his 
own benefit, and [ cut off his allow- 
ance and placed him at work. He did 
not seem te get the same enjoyment 
out of life that most boys do under 
similar circumstances. Instead of go- 
ing into society, to qollege, or remain- 
ing at home with his books, he seemed 
to prefer to run around with young 
fellows, whose only source of pleasure 
was In carousing. I don't even know 
who were his associates. but I know 
they were net of the right kind. 

“Less than a month ago he told me 
he would go crazy if .be remained at 
home, and I told him he would better 
go to the mine. He accordingly 
packed all his belongings and went 
to Randsburg, but he had been there 
only about three weeks, when he de- 
cided to come home. He told his step- 
mother that he expected to return to 
the mines today, but he must have 
changed his mind. I do not think he 
contemplated suicide. The act must 
have been committed on the impulse 
of the moment.” 

YOUNG MAN'S CAREER. 

Edward L. Singleton, was born May 
15, 1882, in Lundy, Mono county, this 
State, and lived with his parents untill 
they separated a few years ago. Since 
1896 he has made his home with his 
father. His mother lives in Fresno, 
and to her a telegram was sent - last 
night informing her of his death. He 
attended the Los Angeles Milltary 
Academy for a time, and later was a 
student at Throop Institute, Pasadena. 
In 1897 and 1898 he traveled in the 
East with a private tutor, and in 1900 
he went abroad with-Mme. Genevra 
Johnstone Bishop and party to attend 
the Paris Expositién. He rema!ned in 
Europe six months, and since his re- 
turn, had lived alternately at Los 
Angeles and Randsburg.

QUESTION. 

The irrigation question 
ington appears to be growing more 
complicated from day to day. A re- 

} cent dispatch announces that some of 
the enemies of the national irriga- 
tien movement have come out openly 
in favor of State cession. On the 
other hand, the cattle men are said 
to be actively supporting the com- 
promise bill. because of the provi- 
sion in it which haves ignd open to 
ecrip and desert land entries until 
the contract is let. They think this 
will enable them to get the land in 
the range States ahead o: settlers. 
The bill is really a deception in this 
respect, because, while stating that 
land proposed to be irrigated shal! 
be reserved for actual settlers only, 
it leaves this clause inoperative until 
the contract is let for the construction 
of the works. before which time 
every acre cf the land would be taken 
up by speculators. 

Apart from this feature of tthe 
case, the bill is, as The Times has 
frequentiy shown, utterly inadequate 
to produce practical results within a 
reasonable time. In his report from 
the Committee on Public Lands, Sen- 
ator Hansbrough shows that the com- 
pletion of but one of the works pro- 
jected—the Saint Mary Canal in Mon- 
tana—would cost a grand total of 
three apd a half million dollars, which 
would serve te reclaim 522,000 acres 
of land, at a cost of $6.70 per acre, 
and would svstain a population of 
over one hundred and twenty thous- 
and people. The lands thus re- 
claimed, he states, would be worth 
at least $25 per acre, or $13,050,000. 
if they were sold to settlers at $10 
am acce, it would bring to the gov- 
arument a profit of nearly two mil- 
bom dollars, or over fifty per cent.

Thére 
is this difference: In the former 
case, every cent of the money comes 
back to the government, with inter- 
est, whereas in the case of rivers and 
harbors and public buildings, the re- 
turns to the national treasury are in- 
direct. 

Friends of national irrigation would 
do well to keep theee plain facts in 
view, and not to permit enemies of 
the movement to entangle it with a 
network of side issues. 


HE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 
RAILROADS. 

The movement to boom Central and 
Northern California, after the style 
in which Softhern California has 
been boomed during the past twenty 
years, is attracting much attention in 
the northern part of the State. The 
railroads are naturally much inter- 
ested in this movement, as, if suc- 
cessful, it means increased business 
for them. At a recent meeting in 
San Francisco, a representative of 
one of the big railroad companies 


are expending hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars every year in circulat- 
ing literature about California, the 
farmers and other residents of the 
State are not doing their share to 
help the good work along. It is 
said that many owners of property 
north of the Tehachepi are already 
marking up their property to almost 
prohibitive prices, in view of the ex- 
pected influx of newcomers. This, un- 
fortunately, is characteristic of North- 
ern California. The residents of that 
part of the State seem to take par- 
ticular pleasure in killing the goose 
that lays the goiden cggs. 

There is another side to this ques- 
tion, however. While the railroads 
are doinz good work in circulating 
handsome, attractive and copvincing 
literature about California, and in 
making low rates for colonists, or for 
those who come to spy out the land, 
all of which is worthy of high recom- 
mendation, they should not forget 
that while it is important to attract 
new settlers to California, it is of yet 
greater importance that these set- 
tlers should be prosperous after they 
zet here. Otherwise, the stream of 
immigrants is not likely to last long 
enough to recompense the railroad 
companies for the very large amount 
of money which they have expended 
on beautifully illustrated literature. 

Now, one of the main requisites for 
the prosperity of a farming commu- 
nity is a profitable market for crops. 
Unlike many of the Eastern farming 
sections, California can market only 
a very limited percentage of is 
crops at home, the country being too 
sparsely settied. It therefore has ty 
look for purchasers at a distance. It 
ls here where the question of trans- 
portation and the responsibility of 
the railroads comes in. It is for 
them to say whether a farming com- 
munity shall be prosperous or bank- 
rupt. By granting reasonably low 
rates on the transportation of the 
products of the soil—rates which will 
leave a fair profit to both the grow- 
ers and the carrier—they may easily 
up a flourishing. prosperous 
and satisfied community, which will 
have money to buy necessitier and 
luxuries, many of which have to be 
transported from the East, so _ that 
the raijJroads will catch the business 
“gWine and comin’.” On the other 
hand, when rates for transportation 
of freight are too high to leave the 
farmers a living profit, they are 
naturally discouraged; immigration 
falis off, and the receipts of the rail. 
roa‘s suffer accordingly.

HAT DO THEY WANT? 

C. H. Wessels and A. D. Wol- 
marans, the Boer emissaries who have 
been in this country for several 
months endeavoring to stir up public 
sympathy for the Boer cause, were 
accorded another interview with the 
President on Tuesday. According to 
a Washington dispatch. they stated in 
the course of the interview that they 
desired to make it particularily clear 
to the President that they “neither 
asked, desired, nor expected inter- 
vention on the part of this country, 
nor any other country,” in behalf of 
the Boers. 

If Messrs. Wessela and Wolmarans 
will state in clear, unequivocal terms 
juet what they do want, they will 
perhaps be better understood in this 
country and throughout the world. 
Their movements have been such as 
to lend strong color to the supposi- 
tion that their mission is to draw 
the United States into the South 
African controversy if possible— 
though such a thing, fortunately, is 
virtually impossible. It is difficult to 
understand what they hope to accom- 
plish by frequent interviews with 
the President and other officials of 
the government, if théir purpose is 
not to secure, if possitie, some ecort 
of interference, on te; part of our 


Africa. Their actions, to say the 
least, are hardly in accordance with 
their professions. 

The constant agitation which is kept 
up in this country by Wessels, Wol- 
marans, and other Boer agents and 
emissaries, is in no small derree re- 
sponsible for the continuance of 
guerrilla warfare, and the constant 
sacrifice of human life, in South 
Africa. The work of these agents 
serves to keep some appearance of life 
in a cause which has been hopeless 
from the first. Their efforts are not 
in the intererts of humanity nor in 
the interests of freedom, but quite 
the reverse. 


AR REVENUE TAX REPEAL. 

There is little apparent dispost- 
tion in the Senate to amend the 
House bill repealing the war revenue 
taxes, which measure recently passed 
the House by an almort unanimous 
vote. The present indications are 
that the bill will pass the Senate in 
practically the same form as it 
passed the House. There is no doubt 
that it will receive. the approval of 
the President, and the law will prob- 
ably become effective by July 1, the 
end of the current fiscal year. 

The repeal of the so-called war 
taxes will have a favorable effect 
upon financial conditions throushout 
the country. The measure will 
serve to establish, approximately, an 
equilibrium between the receipts and 
disbursements of the national treas-

the revenues pfoduced by the war 
taxes. The repeal of the latter will 
come opportunely, if it be accom- 
plished, as it should and doubtless 
will be, at the present session of Con- 
gress. During the past year the sur- 
plus revenues have been released and 
thrown into general circulation, to the 
amount of many millions, by the pur- 
chase of government bonds—or, in 
other words, by the paying off of a 
portion of the interest-bearing debt, 
somewhaf in advance of maturity. 
But the limit of this means of relief 
has been nearly reached, for the 
present. There are few bonds which 
can be purchased at this time, most 
of them being either on deposit as 
security for national bank circula- 
tion, or pledged against deposits in 
the national depository banks, or 
held as investments by trust societies 
or other holders who would not sell 
them at any price. The relief which 
will be afforded by the repeal of the 
war taxes will therefore come oppor- 
tunely, and will be gratefully ac- 
cepted by the business interests of 
the country.

Thirty days 
of jail life or of hell. t.am sufferin 
the tortures of hell. I wish you coul 
know one-half of the life of the last 
thirty days. Now, Hattie, I shall be 
plain with you and am going to ask 
you to return kindness for unkindness. 
I am, as you know, in very great trou- 
bie, the greatest of my life, and it only 
can save me from an awful life of sor- 
row. it is only your statement that 
can shve me. Now really, truly. I 
think you know I have iloved 
you wnadiy for years. I do to- 
day, and I know you have loved me, 
and I do hope and trust you wil) for- 
give me and for me do all you can 
in the way of a statement to the court. 
It is a fact that I was not in my right 
mind. I surely was temporarily insane 
on account of an unjust jealousy. I 
ha4 no intention of doing you an injury. 
It was only to myself that I had any 
idea of doing a wrong. If you could 
fee] it to be true that at the time of 
the tragedy I was not accountable for 
my act, what a favor. 
What could I do? Oh, for God's 
sake, stand for me. I will assure you 
if lam turned loose I will at once 
gyandee the State and never annoy you. 
Ow 
go against me. I have suffered the 
agony of hell since last I saw you. 
a me, oh, I beg of you, help me, 
for what you say will decide my eterna! 
fate. I am sorry that words do not ex- 
press it. I caused you the suffering 
and the sadness. Heip me, I beg of you 
help me. I havea horrid cell. A month 
longer in jail will kill me. Mr. Rogers 


what you do or say in the matter will 
settle the whole air, so I beg of you 
do be generous for my sake in an hour 
of deep sorrow. 

I am so reduced in capital that it 
wil] be impossible for me to make a 
fight in court, and it will all depend on 
what you say that will make or mar 
my life. I think your pa and ma would 
both make the statement that I was 
insane on the jealousy.” (Then fol- 
lows a long statement to the effect that 
his quarters in the jail were not to his 
liking.) 

Oh, for my sake, for God's sake, help 
me. Do not prosecute me. I cannot 
stand the jail life. and if I should get 
a.sentencé of a term of years tn the pen, 
I am now past the age of a laboring 
men, and when turned loose after a 
number ef years, what could I do?

P CAUSES STAMPEDE. 


HUNDREDS FLOCK TO ARIZONA’S 

‘ RICH NEW FIELD. 

Another Big Property in Providence 

Mountain Country Soon to Be Opened 

Up—Phoenix Mine Now Has Stamp 

Mill in Operation. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
TUCSON (Ariz.) March 11.—Advices 
from the new gold find near Patagonia 
detract not at all from the richness 
described by the first reports. Dis- 
covery was made by two Mexicans, Ar- 
mentia and Candelaria, who set the 
little raflroad town of Patagonia wild 
by appearing about a week ago with a 
sack of ore simply speckled with coarse 
gold. About half the population, stam- 
peded at once in the direction whence 
the Mexicans had come, and by morn- 
ing the whole country for miles around 
had been located in a wild endeavor to 
cover the rich district. When daylignt 
came, however, it was found that the 
Mexicans, together with William Pow- 
ers of Patagonia, their backer, had 
stolen a march upon the other locators, 
apd had staked out the valuable plains, 
fully half a mile from the locality. <A 
large number of claims have been !o- 
cated, however, on what are believed 
to be extensions of the Powers lode. 
and it is confidently expected that one 
of the greatest gold camps of the West 
will soon arise. The original location 
is on @ Very large ledge through which 
runs an 8-inch streak that assays 45 
high as $8000. and which seems to be 
uniform for a length of 100 feet un- 
covered. A shaft is being sunk on the 
ledge already. The location is a de- 
likhtful one for a camp, and is fa- 
vored with an abundance of water and 
wood, and as well as readily accessi- 
ble to transportation.

HE SMOKE PROBLEM 
IN LOS ANGELES. 


MERCHANTS COMPLAINING OF 
MURKY, DIRTY CLOUDS. 


_ 


They Urge the Need of Setting Apart 
a Manufacturing District in Which 
Ail the Bg Smokestacks Shall Ee 
Corralled. 


Owners of modern office buildings in 
the business center of Los Angeles, as 
well as merchants engaged in business 
on Broadway, Main and Spring streets, 
are agitating municipal legislation to 
control the smoke nuisance. The re- 
sult of such a discussion will be an ap- 
peal to the City Council to enact ordi- 
nances that will aid in a measure in 
abating the trouble. . 

The increased number of manufac- 
turing imstitutfons, and the erection of 
public buildings in which large fur- 
naces are necessary in the center of 
and near the business section of the 
city, have resulted in the smoke clouds 
which property owners declare the mu- 
nicipal law-making body must sooner 
or later seek to control. Kaneas City, 
Denver, Chicago and St. Louis have all 
passed anti-smoke ordinances as a pro- 
tection to large office buildings and the 
merchants who occupy large establish- 
ments in the business centers of these 
cities. The ordinances of these cities 
require the use of smoke consumers in 
the furnace and boller-rooms of large 
manufactories and in hotels. Speaking 
of the smoke problem in Los Angeles, 
a well-known Hroadway merchant yes- 
terday said: 

“Los Angeles is growing right along, 
and the day is not far distant when 
it will outrank elther Kansas (City, 
Omaha or Denver as a manufacturing 
city. The City Council of Los Angeles 
and its Boards of Fire “Commissioners 
have been much too liberal with some 
manufacturing concerns. Many gas 
and oil refineries, asphalt plants, giu- 
cose works and like concerns are lo- 
cated within a stone's throw of the re- 
tall center of the city. Along the river 
are manufacturing concerns of every 
description. These have increased so 
rapidly in number during the last five 
years that merchants now begin to 
fealize the fact thai a mistake was

made long ago in not asking the City 
Council to establish a district within 
the 'Imits of which the manufactories 
that now seem objectionable could 
have located. If a manufacturing dis- 
trict had been established by the City 
Council five years ago there would now 
be no such trouble as residents of the 
Sixth, Seventh and Eighth wards have 
had to contend with during the last 
six months. 

“We are glad to welcome every new 
enterprise which will add to our popu- 
lation and wealth, but wé cannot be 
too careful In future in compelling 
them to choose a location that will not 
damage property interests and beauti- 
ful homes. The Council should lose no 
time in pasting an ordinance defining 
the boundartes in which manufactur- 
ing establishments cf every character 
can be erected and maintained.” 


BIG WINE PROJECT. 


‘Movement for a Combination of Vine- 
yards in Conjunction With New York 
Capital. 

Negotiations are in progress for the 
formation of a wine company here with 
$1,000,000, whieh will dominate the in- 
dustry in Southern California. H. J. 
Woollacott of this city is promoting 
the project with J. Cc. Ders & Co. of 
New York. 

Last year this firm operated § the 
Baldwin winery very successfully, 
crushing almost 3000 tons of grapes. 
Now it is proposed to bring in large 
vineyardists and to more than double 
the output of last year. The New 
Yorkers have been asked to put up 
cash sufficient to pay off all mortgages 
for the growers, and then the latter 
will be given stock In the corporation 
in proportion to the value of their 
properties. It is planned to secure at 
least one more winery and contract for 
8000 tons of grapes. This is over two- 
thirds of the grapes of Southern Call- 
fornia, so if the corporation is formed 
it will easily control this market. 

Gen. Post of Cucamonga its inter- 
ested in the scheme, and several other 
vineyard owners have signified a will- 
ingness to pledge their grapes. Wool- 
lacott says the success of the project 
means the raising of the price of black 
or white wine grapes to $25 a ton, as 
against from $14 to $18 paid last year,

DECISION FOR SETTLER ON MOUNT 
WILSON TRAIL. 


Commissioner Binger Hermann Over- 
rules Protest to Validity of Schneid- 
er’s Homestead and Rebukes the Toll 
Road Company. 


The local United States Land Office 
has received a decision from Hon. Den- 
ger Hermann, Commissioner pf the Gen- 
eral Land Office in Washington, In the 
case of the Pasadena and Mount Lowe 
Toll Road Company and Precipice 
Cafion Water Company agains: George 
A. Schneider. The decision recoin- 
mends that Schneider be granted a pat- 
ent to certain disputed land upon which 
he settled in the San Gabriel Timber 
Land Reserve. 

Schneider owns a little place known 
as the Half Way House on the Mount 
Wilsen toll road. He made a home- 
stead entry for the land on April 2, 
1900, claiming to have made the im- 
provements upon it required under the 
homestead law. The complainants 
named filed a protest in the local Land 
Office against the acceptance of the 
proof of right to the land, alleging in- 
terference with their right of way, ac- 
cording to their franchise granted by 
the County Supervisors, and noncom- 
pliance with the homestead laws. It 
was shown to the satisfaction of the 
officials here that Schneider had settled 
the land in good faith and had im- 
proved it, planting fruit trees and in- 
creasing irrigation facilities, and the 


The commissioner in Washington, to 
whom the case was appealed, sustains 
them in their decision, finding that the 
Pasadena and Mount Wilson Toll Road 
Company has not complied with the 
stipulations of its franchise, in that it 
continues to operate a mere trail, and 
has never completed a road, and that 
therefore it is not in a position to com- 
piain of Schneider's presence. He gives 
the toll company a rap by saying: “The | 
sald company having fallied to show It- 
self a proper weer of the franchise un- 
der which it makegw its claims, it can- 
not be heard to assert a claim of ease- 
ment to the land for the maintenance 
of a private pack trail for the paseace 
over which a toll is charged. tt being 
a use of the land not contemplate! by 
their franchise, nor within an intelli- 
gent interpretation of the word high- 
way. as used tn the franchise. Entry 
should therefore be advanced to patent 
without reference to the complainant's 
right-of-way claim.”
